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At least $30 million in claims 
for Angus tornado residents

ESSA TWP. — Libardo Ramirez 
sold his home on Banting Crescent 
in Angus before the tornado hit 
June 17. 

Not surprisingly, the buyer 
backed out of the deal and now 
Ramirez is patiently waiting for the 
repairs to his home, knowing he 
won't be selling it any time soon. 

"Thirty seconds can change 
your life and the history of every¬ 
body else here," said Ramirez, who 
is originally from Colombia. He 
said he lived through an 8.7- 
strength earthquake in his home 



country in 1999 that left almost 
half a million people displaced. 

"Almost the whole city col¬ 
lapsed, so this is not as bad," he 
said Wednesday. 

Owning one of more than 100 
homes that were severely dam¬ 
aged in the EF2 tornado that swept 
through Angus more than three 
weeks ago, Ramirez said his insur¬ 
ance claim is well underway and 
re-construction has begun on his 
home. 


He lost doors, shingles and his 
house was littered with debris and 
broken glass, yet it's now habitable 
compared to the neighbours 
behind and beside him. 

"Each house has to be looked at 
individually. We were only out for 
about one week. The contractor 
and adjuster are working together 
and they did the roof one day ago," 
he said. 

Yet a nearby neighbour does not 
share his optimism. 


"It's been a pain in the ass," said 
the woman who didn't want her 
name used. "My insurance com¬ 
pany won't give us any answers. I 
finally got shingles after fighting 
with them. It's been nuts." 

The Insurance Bureau of 
Canada (IBC) estimates the 
insured damage alone amounts to 
at least $30 million in claims for 
the twister.

Removing A Party’s Name from Title 

Over the past few months I have been bombarded 
with questions about the process and cost of removing 
someone’s name from title. As discussed in a previous 
article, title can either be held as Joint Tenancy or as 
Tenancy-in-Common. Either way, if you would like to 
remove someone’s name from title, you will need their 
consent to do so. Where the other party refuses to grant 
consent, and the circumstances are such that it is in the 
best interest of all parties for the tenancy to be severed, 
a court order may be necessary. 

Common Situations for Change on Title: 

• Death of a Title Holder - where title is held 
as Joint Tenancy, title to the surviving party is 
automatic upon the death of the deceased party. 
The surviving party will therefore provide proof of 
death (death or burial certificate), in order to have 
the death noted on the title. This is important and 
should always be done as soon as possible after 
the death, so that the title accurately reflects the 
surviving party as the sole holder of title. 

• Where the deceased party held title with others as 
a Tenancy-in-Common, then the deceased’s party’s 
interest will either be passed on to a beneficiary 
under a Will, or will form a part of the deceased 
party’s estate and disposed of accordingly. 

• Removal of One Party - this is most often seen 
where spouses separate and it is decided that 
one party will keep the house. In such a situation, 
the party being removed from title will sign over 
his interest to the party remaining on title. This 
can be for valuable consideration, or not; and is 
completely a decision for the parties themselves. 
The procedure is for a transfer to be registered from 
both parties to the party remaining on title. This is 
the case whether property is held as Joint tenants 
orTenants-in-common. 

• Land Transfer Tax - in the case where the parties 
are spouses of each other, and the transfer is in 
furtherance of a separation, no land transfer tax will 
be payable. If the parties are not spouses however, 
land transfer tax may be payable on the interest 
being acquired, as well as on half (or proportionate 
share) of any outstanding balance of the mortgage. 

• Mortgage Provisions - where there is a mortgage 
on the property and one party is being removed, the 
remaining party must go into the bank or mortgage 
company and receive instructions for the removal. 
Most times this will involve a re-finance of the 
property, as the remaining party may need to take 
out a bigger mortgage to pay out the party going 
off title. The bank will also have to do their own 
due diligence to determine if the remaining party 
is capable of holding a mortgage in that amount by 
himself. In a situation where the remaining party’s 
income is insufficient to hold the mortgage, the 
property might have to be sold and the proceeds 
of sale disbursed according to the agreement and 
instructions of both parties. 

In any event, parties should always consult their 
lawyers before deciding on important decisions such as 
removing a party from title.

entitlement 

T he public sector entitlement culture has got to end. It 
used to be that government jobs didn't offer the same 
pay and benefits as private sector jobs, but at least there 
was job security. That was the trade off. 

Now, public servants generally get better benefits than 
their private sector counterparts. Nothing proves this more 
than the ridiculous conversation currently being had over 
paid sick days for public sector workers. 

Negotiations are underway this week between the Public 
Service Alliance of Canada and the Treasury Board with the 
latter hoping to “modernize” the sick leave program by 
replacing it with a new short-term disability plan. 

PSAC represents roughly 100,000 workers. 

"We will not bargain concessions," Chris Aylward, 
national executive VP of PSAC, said in a QMI Agency story. 
He said scaling back the program would be a “major con¬ 
cession.” 

So what, exactly, are we talking about? Here's what 
public sector workers receive under the current program: 
1.25 paid sick days per month. That's 15 per year. 

Let's be clear here: this is not about vacation days. This is 
three weeks of sick leave - on top of vacation days - that all 
workers are entitled to. 

These days can be banked throughout the term of 
employment. Although thankfully there is no cash payout 
at the end. 

So this is one of the perks the union is willing to take to 
the streets for? Taking away this luxury is one of the mean 
tactics those nasty old Conservatives are unleashing upon 
society? Give us a break! 

It's common sense to get rid of this. Many people in the 
private sector don't get designated sick days. In fact, a lot of 
people in the private sector don't even get paid vacation 
days. Yet these are the folks who are paying the wages of 
public sector workers. The only major concession here is 
that taxpayers are forking out for this in the first place. 

To want to eliminate this program isn't about judging the 
quality of work or type of person holding the position. It's a 
“no hard feelings” proposition. It's simply about creating a 
sustainable future. Is it too much to ask public servants to 
face the same realities as the people they serve?

"I can say first-hand that the tornado's 
destruction is devastating for those who 
have been affected, but the insurers are here 
to help with the recovery,” said Pete Kara- 
georgos, who was in Angus in a mobile unit 
for days after the tornado struck. 

In a press release Wednesday, Karageor- 
gos said he knows several insurance compa¬ 
nies brought in extra staff to start issuing 
cheques to residents to cover their early 
basic needs and began processing claims 
immediately. 

Ramirez's next-door neighbour, Chelsea 
Cabral, won't be moving back home any 
time soon. 

"I had a kid's slide in my hall and living 
room,” Cabral said. 

The structure of her home was damaged 
by the 220-kilometre hour winds and she 
said she has no idea when she'll be allowed 
to return home to live. 

For now, she's working with insurance 
adjuster, Peter Vaughan of TD Insurance, to 
determine her next steps. 

Vaughan said he has about 40 customers 
in the neighbourhood with varying degrees 


of damage. 

“Many of these people had just moved 
into the neighbourhood. There are a lot of 
young families who are living in hotels or 
rental units. Some are frustrated about not 
being able to live in their homes, but for the 
most part, I think most people are doing a 
remarkable job of dealing with it,” Vaughan 
said. 

He said initially, he was writing cheques 
for content and food/freezer loss, as well as 
offering payments for basic needs in the 
days following the tornado when people had 
nothing but the clothes on their backs. 

Yet, he said it's been difficult for several 
homeowners whose entire second-floor of 
their home is missing, to determine what 
contents they'll need replaced. 

Cabral said she's been amazed at people's 
- and her cat's - resilience. 

“Espo was missing for four days and the 
OPP found him hiding. This is stuff,” she 
said, pointing to wrecked homes around 
her. “You realize what's important after 
something like this.” 

The Township of Essa has requested 
about $10 million in emergency disaster 
relief funding from the province. 
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Water-taking biz gets nod from council, with conditions

INNISFIL — A large commercial water- 
talcing venture was approved by Innisfil coun¬ 
cil Wednesday night, but not without some 
controversy and compromise. 

The Harris commercial water-taking opera¬ 
tion on the 10th Sideroad, which will see 240 
cubic metres of water per day removed, has 
generated opposition from neighbours, and 
council heard more concerns at its fuly 9 
meeting. 

The proposal was passed pending approval 
of Official Plan Amendment 13, which brings 
the town's Official Plan into compliance with 
the South Georgian Bay Lake Simcoe Source 
Protection Act. 

But before it was passed there was exten¬ 
sive debate, and a tightening of the condi¬ 
tions, that will require the proponent to enter 
into a monitoring and financial assurance 
agreement to ensure neighbouring water 
supplies are not negatively impacted, and 
provide water should neighbouring wells fail. 

Those conditions didn't satisfy Megan 
Varga, a Line 7 resident, who spoke in in 
Open Forum at Wednesday night's meeting. 

"I still don't believe this to be a beneficial 
land use for the town," she said, adding that 
the rezoning of the water-taking lands — 
from Open Space Exception to Open Space 
Exception Hold to permit the operation — 
would generate little in the way of taxes but 
increase costs to taxpayers to address other 
issues, including the impact of increased

truck traffic. 

Roily Ravazzolo, of the Innisfil Heights 
Ratepayers' Association, said he was "funda¬ 
mentally opposed" to the water-taking. 

""I don't believe one person should be rob¬ 
bing the residents of a valuable commodity 
for a profit," he said. 

Resident Tammy Ellefsen raised a key 
question regarding wells in the neighbour¬ 
hood of the operation: "Who will be held 
responsible or liable, if we do have a (water) 
shortage?" 

The commercial water-taking operation 
was also concerned councillors, and led to 
additional conditions being added to the 
town's new water-taking policy. 

Coun. Lynn Dollin suggested charging a fee 
for water taking: first to act as a deterrent, and 
secondly to generate funds for road repairs. 

She also questioned the apparent contra¬ 
diction between provincial policy that 
requires the town to undertake water conser¬ 
vation measures and yet allows the Ministry 
of the Environment (MOE) to issue permits 
for commercial water-takings of over 50,000 
litres per day. 

Dollin proposed revisions that would 
require additional testing for possible 
drought scenarios, conditions to restrict 
pumping during droughts, and the explo¬ 
ration of options to levy a fee or tariff on 
water exports. 

Her additions were approved. 


There was more debate when the rezoning 
of the Harris property came before council 
later in the meeting. 

Coun. Doug Lougheed was opposed to the 
proposal. 

"It's more the principle of the thing. We're 
taking out a valuable resource, exporting it 
out of the Town of Innisfil, with minimal ben¬ 
efit." 

Coun. Ken Simpson questioned what will 
happen if wells do go dry as a result of the 
commercial water-taking. 

"I have no confidence in this venture, in its 
impact on the environment. One day without 
water is one day too long," he said. 

Coun. Bill Lougheed noted that in 2002, "a 
ton of residents" in the Sandycove area ran 
out of water, as a result of a developer's 
actions, "and it was a lot longer than one 
day." 

He called any delay in providing water 
"unacceptable," and urged the town to 
require an immediate response. 

While there seemed to be strong opposi¬ 
tion to the proposal, Coun. Rod Boynton 
noted that the quantity of water for the pro¬ 
posal had been reduced, and the monitoring 
and mitigation agreed to, to avoid a costly 
hearing at the Ontario Municipal Board 
(OMB), adding the MOE had already issued a 
permit.

Opioid 
overdoses 
on the rise

There's a new drug about to hit the streets that might keep 
drug users alive. 

Just as a provincial report was released showing alarming 
statistics of opioid drug deaths, the Simcoe Muslcolca District 
Health Unit (SMDHU) will now give out naloxone - a 
heroin/opiate brain inhibitor - in an effort to help keep 
people alive after they've over-ingested narcotics on the 
street. 

Health officials say this isn't just a GTA problem. 

Between 2000 and 2009, there were 109 opioid-related 
deaths in the Simcoe Muskoka region. The majority of deaths 
were men between the ages of 20 and 44. 

In 2012, there were 31 overdose deaths of opioids in the 
region. 

“It certainly is going up,” said Jillian Fenik, clinical service 
manager of health services at the health unit. “In Simcoe 
Muskoka, we have a 29% greater opioid death experience rela¬ 
tive to the rest of Ontario.” 

In 2012, a tougher to crush and snort OxyNEO replaced the 
OxyContin pill, which has led many people addicted to the 
heavy-duty painkillers to seek out Fentanyl - an opiate said to 
be 100 times stronger than morphine - which is also available 
in pill form on the streets. 

On Monday, the Institute for Clinical Evaluative Sciences 
(ICES) working in collaboration with the Ontario Drug Policy 
Research Network (ODPRN), released a report entitled 
Opioid-Related Mortality Leads to Considerable Burden in 
Ontario. 

The report states that in 2010, one out of eight deaths 
among young adults across the province was related to opioid 
use. 

The ICES report says opioid-related mortality increased 
242% across the province during the study period which 
looked at deaths between Jan. 1,1991 and Dec. 31, 2010. 

Using data from the office of the Chief Coroner of Ontario, 
the study found that of the 5,935 deaths, the median age was 
42 years, that 64.4% or 3,822 were men, and 90% lived in 
urban neighbourhoods. 

It wasn't only men in Barrie who tragically died of drug 
overdoses. 

In 2012, two young Barrie women succumbed to opioid 
overdoses within two weeks of each other. Nineteen-year-old 
Tina Espey died after overdosing on Fentanyl in early Decem¬ 
ber of that year, and Stephanie Theresa Holt, 23, died of a Fen¬ 
tanyl overdose a few days before Christmas. 

The abuse of Fentanyl in the area has continued. 

Earlier this year, Dr. Alain Sacksen of the Kempenfelt Health 
Centre discovered a former employee had created dozens of 
fake prescriptions over a five-month period in 2013. Sacksen 
said the employee had worked for him for about one year, but 
had left September 2013, which coincided with when the last 
prescription was written. 

Each prescription was for 45 Fentanyl patches or about a 
two-month supply. The employee was subsequently handed a 
10-year prison sentence for the part she played in distributing 
the illegal prescriptions across Ontario and Quebec. 

In May, the Barrie Police Service was handed 95 tabs of 
Oxycodone, 325 Tylenol 3s and 239 grams of liquid morphine 
during its prescription drugs drop-off event at the Barrie 
Molson Centre.

Three charred bodies found in a burning vehicle in Oro- 
Medonte Township just north of Barrie have been confirmed 
as those of a Mississauga man and his two lcids in what police 
suspect is a double murder-suicide. 

OPP's Barrie detachment said Wednesday that Samuel 
Masih, 36, and his two sons — ages 10 and 4 — are the three 
people who died in an SUV-type vehicle that had been set on 
fire early Friday, hours after the trio were reported missing. 

"What we believe is that the person responsible for the 
deaths perished in the fire,” OPP Sgt. Peter Leon said, adding 
that the investigation has determined Masih was responsible 
for both the deaths of his kids as well as his own. "From all 
indications, it would appear that way, yes.” 

Masih and his two sons had been burned beyond recogni¬ 
tion, and autopsies were conducted over Tuesday and 
Wednesday to determine their identities. 

Leon said that "although a person of interest (Masih) per¬ 
ished in the fire, our investigation remains active.” 

Peel Regional Police — who are investigating the case along 
with the OPP — said Tuesday they were examining aspects of 
Masih's life that might shed some light on why he would take 
such drastic action, including reports he and his wife, Brintha 
Shanmugalingam, were headed for divorce. 

"We're going to look at everything,” Const. George Tudos 
said. "(Investigators will speak with) anybody that has any 
information.” 


after her husband and their two sons failed to return to the 
family's Riel Dr. home following a Thursday night outing to 
the movies. 

Several hours later, Oro-Medonte Township firefighters and 
provincial police responded to the vehicle fire on Holiclc Road 
off Line 4 near Highway 11 around 5:30 a.m. Friday. 

The fire was extinguished and three separate possible 
human remains inside the vehicle were found. 

The three victims were so badly burned that investigators 
weren't able to determine their ages or gender. 

The vehicle was so badly charred, investigators could not 
determine its make or model, only that it was not a minivan or 
a pickup truck. 

According to police, the use of law enforcement databases 
led OPP investigators to contact Peel Regional Police within 
half an hour of the blaze Friday morning. Both police services 
have been working co-operatively since that time. 

"The possible connection between the two investigations 
was not released to the media at the request of the OPP in 
order to maintain the integrity of the investigation and allow 
the family members some privacy under these tragic circum¬ 
stances," a statement issued by provincial police said 
Wednesday. 

Neighbours had described Masih, Shanmugalingam and 
their sons as a quiet, regular family who had been living on 
the street for around five years. 

But one neighbour who wouldn't give her name said it was 
known by some in the neighbourhood that the couple were 
headed for a divorce.

He suggested that voting against the 
proposal would send it back to the 
OMB. "I don't think we have a leg to 
stand on. We'll cost our residents a 
whole lot of money," he said. 

Deputy CAO Jason Reynar said the 
town's staff, legal counsel and consult¬ 
ants had all reviewed and supported 
the proposal, especially since studies 
have shown no expected impact on 
groundwater or neighbouring wells. If 
the proposal went to the OMB, he said, 
"you will likely lose. I'm not sure I can 
say it more bluntly than that." 

Manager of land use planning Tim 
Cane pointed out that the agreement 
negotiated with Harris requires full 
monitoring and mitigation, and sug¬ 


gested that further requirements, such 
as the provision of water by the propo¬ 
nent, could be looked at. 

"To me, this is a rock and a hard 
place," said Mayor Barb Baguley, sug¬ 
gesting that a further clause be 
included in the agreement, requiring 
that the proponent provide water 
within 24 hours of reported well failure, 
with the cause of the failure to be deter¬ 
mined later, by a third party. 

It was a provision that would at least 
provide some comfort to nearby resi¬ 
dents, she said, so that even if the 
water-taking remains "something they 
don't want, they can feel protected." 

In a recorded vote, council voted 5 to 
3 in favour of the Official Plan Amend¬ 
ment and ezoning needed to permit the 
commercial water-taking.

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Man pleads 
guilty to 
murdering 
doctor’s wife

A door-to-door salesman has admitted that 
he brutally murdered a prominent surgeon's 
wife. 

Clare Spiers, 49, of no fixed addressed, was 
initially convicted of first-degree murder in 
2008 for killing Mimi Khonsari, 60. However, 
the Ontario Court of Appeal last November 
tossed out the conviction. 

Spears pleaded guilty recently to second- 
degree murder in the same slaying. While the 
law requires that he be sentenced to life in 
prison, a judge will determine his parole eli¬ 
gibility — 10 years to 25 years — on July 16. 

Khonsari had been strangled and stabbed 
18 times to the neck when her body was dis¬ 
covered in a wooded area on Ridge Road, 
north of Barrie, on May 21, 2004. Her infant 
granddaughter was found abandoned in her 
car at a Barrie mall parking lot. 

Her husband, Dr. Homa Khonsari — chief 
of surgery at the Royal Victoria Regional 
Health Centre (formerly Barrie Royal Victoria 
Hospital) — was grief-striclcen over his wife's 
murder before he died of cancer in 2011. 

At the time of the first-degree murder con¬ 
viction, Superior court Justice Robert MacK¬ 
innon called the crime “a murder most vile." 

Three years into his first-degree murder 
sentence — life with no parole for 25 years — 
the Court of Appeal ruled that Spiers' right to 
a fair trial was hampered because the Crown 
asked police to check out personal back¬ 
grounds of potential jurors before they were 
selected to sit on the trial. 

The background checks were sought to 
weed out potential jurors with alcohol or 
mental health problems or who otherwise 
might be considered “disreputable." 

The higher court said the Crown had no 
bad intent but that the jury selection process 
“tainted" the appearance of justice. 

A new trial was set for this September and 
was to be held in Toronto to ensure a jury 
would not be prejudiced. 

The Crown faced the prospect of a repeti¬ 
tion of the costly three-month trial and track¬ 
ing down witnesses from a decade ago. 

The Crown decided to allow Spiers to plead 
guilty to the lesser charge of second-degree 
murder. 

Spiers already had a long criminal record 
dating some 20 years for violent offences 
including rapes, aggravated assault, robbery 
and breaking out of prison in Toronto, Barrie, 
Orillia, Huntsville and in New York. 

During his first trial, a witness testified he 
told her he was trained to kill without emo¬ 
tion and once killed a person in front of their 
child.

With a hearing before the Ontario Munici¬ 
pal Board scheduled for Aug. 25, the Abandel 
Group proposal for lands on Innisfil Beach 
Road has changed again. 

Plans for a seven-storey residential build¬ 
ing have been scrapped, as has access off a 
quiet residential street. Instead, the devel¬ 
oper is proposing a purely commercial devel¬ 
opment, consisting of 3 separate buildings, 
that would be accessed only via Innisfil 
Beach Rd. 

The site has a complex history. The owner 
of 1123, 1130 and 1136 Innisfil Beach Road 
originally asked to be "grandfathered", when 
the Town rezoned the surrounding lands to 
"Mixed Use2" - a zoning that would prohibit a 
construction of a drive-through. 

The Town agreed, and excluded the front 
half of the property from the MU2 Zoning, 
leaving it zoned Commercial General, while 
zoning the rear of the site to "Future Develop¬ 
ment." 

In 2013, Abandel Group decided to appeal 
the decision to exclude the site from the MU2 
zoning - putting forward plans for the 7- 
storey residential building on the back half of 
the property, that would have access via 
Goshen Rd., through a stormwater manage-

A map seems to show that older subdivi¬ 
sions south of Innisfil Beach Rd. - including 
Maple Lane, Wallace Mills, Previn Court and 
Tepco Monarch - have an over-dedication of 
parkland, totalling 6.91 hectares. 

At the same time, newer subdivisions at the 
north end of Alcona have an under-dedica¬ 
tion - a shortfall of 4.12 hectares, based on 
population. 

In the July 9 meeting of Council, Tim Cane, 
Manager of Land Use Planning, explained 
that all of the developments belong to the 
Alcona Developers Group, established at the 
time of the Alcona Secondary Plan to facili¬ 
tate planning on the "macro" level. Parkland 
was set aside for the group as a whole - 
which now needs to be reimbursed for a net 
over-dedication of parkland, of 3.58 ha. 

Cane also noted that the disparity is more 
apparent than real: At the time that the older, 
south-end subdivisions were developed, the 
Town of Innisfil agreed to accept some Envi¬ 
ronmental Protection land - including wet¬ 
lands and woodlots - as "parkland." 

EP lands are no longer accepted as park¬ 
land, because they are limited to passive 
recreation only. 

The value of the over-dedication is 
$707,766, based on "an agreed value of 
$80,000 per hectare" - land values in 2000, 
when the Secondary Plan was established. It 
is, Cane noted, "much less than what the cor¬ 
rection would cost if today's land values were 
applied." 


ment area. 

At a public Open House in January, the 
developer presented a concept plan, showing 
setbacks from existing residential homes, and 
the proposed access from Goshen. Neigh¬ 
bouring residents raised objections - con¬ 
cerned about traffic, the extension of a road 
through the stormwater management area, 
dewatering for the construction of a founda¬ 
tion and possible underground parking, that 
could threaten their wells. 

However, the Town agreed to accept the 
concept plan, with conditions, to avoid a con¬ 
frontation at the OMB. 

Then the applicant decided that the set¬ 
backs wouldn't work, and it seemed that a 
contested OMB hearing would be inevitable. 

In May of this year, Abandel came forward 
with the new proposal, "significantly different 
from what we've seen before," said Manager 
of Land Use Planning Tim Cane. 

Presented in a Planning information ses¬ 
sion on July 9, plans show that access to the 
site will be from Innisfil Beach Rd. only, and 
three buildings are proposed. 

Building "A", closest to the main street, 
would be a 3-storey structure with a total 
area of 2,843 sq. m. - each storey stepped 
back - and a drive-through, possibly for a 
financial institution. 

The building, said Cane, is "certainly 


He identified 3 possible solutions: Pay back 
all of the $707,766 owing; give parkland back 
to the developers - "Given the uneven and 
relative lack of parks in the north and west 
areas of the Alcona Secondary Plan, staff are 
reluctant to reduce parkland areas any fur¬ 
ther," the report notes - or a compromise, that 
would reduce the size of a park in the new 
Alcona Downs 3 Subdivision from 1.875 ha. 
to 0.199 ha., and pay the Group $331,147, 
from the Alternative Revenue Source (OLG) 
Reserve Fund. 

The park under consideration is relatively 
close to an area of park "over-dedication", 
and has not yet been developed. 

At the same time, staff are working with the 
northern developers to encourage them to 
create more small neighbourhood parlcettes, 
and look at expanding stormwater manage¬ 
ment areas for parkland use. "At the end of 
the day, they have to sell a product, where 
people want to live," Cane said. 

Before the issue was discussed, Council 
heard a delegation from resident and Munici¬ 
pal candidate, Stan Daurio. Daurio pleaded 
with Councillors to address the lack of park¬ 
land in some subdivisions, where "a leisurely 
walk to the park is something that a genera¬ 
tion of kids" will not experience - a legacy of 
lack of parkland within walking distance. 

He also asked for a public Open House, to 
explain the imbalance of parldand to resi¬ 
dents. 

"I have lots of questions that can't be 
answered in this venue... How did this come 
about? What will happen in future develop¬ 
ments? I would really like to have staff at a 


(what) the urban design guidelines envi¬ 
sioned." 

Building "B" is one-storey, 1,366 sq. m. 
building, oriented north-south to provide 
buffering for the adjacent residential area. 
No rear access to the units is planned. 

Building "C", at the north end of the prop¬ 
erty, would also be one storey, with an area of 
604 sq. m. - and would have a drive-through, 
restricted to a "non-food" use. 

Landscaping, a 7.5 m setback and a noise 
wall would be required. 

There was praise from Council for the 
changes, although Councillor Ken Simpson 
wondered what kind of non-food drive- 
through uses were envisioned. 

Councillor Doug Lougheed noted that one 
of the key concerns of neighbouring residents 
had to do with the dewatering of the site, for 
the construction of foundations and under¬ 
ground parking. He wondered if the problem 
would be reduced, with the new plans. 

"We expect it to be substantially less," Cane 
agreed. 

Council accepted the plans as a basis for 
Minutes of Settlement at the upcoming OMB 
Hearing, and will be accepting comments 
from the public until July 27. 

Residents with concerns are also advised to 
contact the OMB directly, regarding Case No. 
PL120845. 


meeting where we can ask those questions." 

Councillor Doug Lougheed agreed, sug¬ 
gesting a Public Information Centre could 
provide transparency, and an explanation for 
residents. "There might be a misunderstand¬ 
ing by the public of why we're doing this." He 
proposed holding an Open House within 60 
to 90 days. 

Deputy CAO Jason Reynar suggested that 
there are good reasons not to delay a decision 
on the issue. For one thing, the Alcona Devel¬ 
opers Group owes the Town a $725,000 pay¬ 
ment. "It's very difficult to get them to pay, 
when we owe them money," Reynar said - 
even though the two issues are unrelated. 

And, said Cane, the Alcona Downs 3 subdi¬ 
vision needs to know if the lands in question 
are to be serviced, or developed as parkland - 
before additional homes are built, and poten¬ 
tially sold as "backing on parkland." 

Councillor Rod Boynton suggested the 
Town could approve the compromise option, 
then hold an Open House to explain the deci¬ 
sion - but Lougheed pointed out, "To decide 
something and then hold an Information Ses¬ 
sion is really sending the wrong message." 

Instead, Council voted to table the issue 
until the next meeting of Council after a 
Public Information Centre on Parkland dedi¬ 
cation in Alcona can be held. 

Mayor Barb Baguley, who sat in on the 
Alcona Secondary Planning discussions and 
establishment of the Alcona Developers 
Group, said she was disappointed. 

"This is not what was envisioned. What was 
envisioned was co-operation and centralized 
parks that were bigger."

Replacement 
costs will include the material 
(lumber, roofing shingles, siding 
material, carpet, drywall, etc), the 
labor costs, architectural services 
and so on. It is important if you 
do any renovations or additions 
to your home, that you let your 
insurance company know, as this 
could change the replacement 
cost of your home. 

Misconception 3-1 will auto¬ 
matically get full replacement 
value for any personal belong¬ 
ings that are damaged. 

No, depreciation would be fac¬ 
tored in, which could reduce the 
value considerably unless you 
had optional replacement-cost 
coverage. In that case, you would 


be able to replace the item with a 
new one with the same or simi¬ 
lar features. In addition, valuable 
items such as jewelry or artwork 
are usually subject to a payment 
cap, unless additional coverage is 
purchased.

Avoid thermostat wars this summer 


(NC) - As the summer heat sets in, house¬ 
hold debates often turn to how high or low to set 
the thermostat. In fact, a recent survey by Direct 
Energy found that it was the third most common 
domestic disagreement, just after control of the 
television remote and cleaning the bathroom.
